Judges Say Night Court Unneeded 


. . . Object To Intrusion Into Matter By City Council

Lincoln City Council members 
were told in no uncertain terms 
that the three Municipal Court 
judges not only oppose the crea­ 
tion of a night court, but that the 
judges object to the council's in­ 
trusion and persistence in the 
matter. 


In a letter to the council, 
Judges Donald Grant. Thomas 
McManus and Neal Dusenberry, 
said, “Our own study has con­ 
vinced us that such a I night I 
court is unnecessary.” 


At a budget session last week, 
city 
lawmakers approved the 
judges' 
request 
for a 
fourth 
judge, but held off on providing 
funds for a fourth courtroom 
Instead, the council asked the 
judges to ask the Lincoln Bar 
Association to study the need for 
a night court 
But, such a request will not be 
forthcoming 
from 
the judges 
who stated, "W e have no inten­ 
tion 
of requesting a tim e- 
consuming and totally irrelevant 
study 
by the L in co ln 
B a r 
Association." 


The judges admit that the 
court should be “ the object of 
scrutiny and examination when 
the 
circum stances 
are com ­ 
pelling.”

articles on Nebraska state government protection 
of the consumer.) 
Consumer protection legislation is really as old 
as government in America. The first legislative 
body in the nation, meeting in Virginia in 1619, 
fixed the price of tobacco. 
Since that time, the states have adopted a 
series of laws assigning specific consumer protec­ 
tion duties to their various departments and agen­ 
cies. 


In Nebraska, the Department of Agriculture is 
responsible for the regulation of 33 such laws, 
covering everything from potato inspection to 


weather control. Food inspection is particularly 
crucial duty. 


"There is no such thing as too much inspection 
when you're talking about food,” State Agriculture 
Director Glenn Kreuscher declares. 


State Banking Director Henry Ley’s depart­ 
ment rides herd on 709 financial institutions, in­ 
cluding 318 state-chartered banks, 189 small loan 
companies and 73 credit unions. 


Insurance companies are regulated by the 
Department of Insurance whose young director, 
Jam es Jackson, has initiated an aggressive con­ 
sumer program. 


The department has actively sought consumer 
inquiries and complaints, and handled 2,500 of 
them last year. 
The Public Service Commission has also been 
gearing 
up its consumer protection activities, 
hiring more technical staff personnel and delving 
more deeply into such fields as telephone rate and 
service standards 


Commissioner Eric Rasmussen believes the 
agency could do more to protect the public — if it is 
armed with legislative authority and sufficient 
budgetary support 


One field wh ich remain s largely u n regu lated in 
terms of con su mer p rotection is p ub lic p ower, 
Rasmu ssen says.

And agencies assigned to specific duties often 
work under a cloud of suspicion that they may be 
protecting industry more than the consumer 


The Banking Department is usually managed 
by a banker; insurance directors have had a habit 
of finding lucrative jobs as insurance executives 
awaiting them after their term of office (Jackson's 
immediate predecessor, Sain Van Pelt, who moved 
t 


on to the District Court bench, was an exception); 
and the Public Service Commission has often 
operated under legislative suspicion. 


"I know we sometimes give the appearance of 
being industry-oriented,” Rasmussen admits. ‘ But 
we have an obligation to assure sufficient financial 
strength to provide adequate service 
The fact i> that the balance between industry 
and consumer concerns at the commission hu> 
been greatly improved by strengthened technical 
experties 


“ An a bsolute plus for the con su m er,” 
Rasmussen points out. “ Industry knows that it 
can’t come in here with a frivolous application.” 


That may not have always been true 
Massachusetts was the first state to adopt a 
comprehensive consumer protection law That was 
in 1960, and by 1970 two-thirds of the states had 
them 
Today 44 states have comprehensive laws to 
prevent deceptive and 
unfair trade practices, 
statutes patterned after the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission Act 


In some states, attorneys general took the lead 
— even without specific statutory authority. 


New York Attorney General Louis Lefkowitz 
pioneered such an approach in 1957. 
"In my opinion." he explained, "you act as the 
people’s lawyer. You are the protector of the 
public. 
"And I think 
if you have difficulty getting 
statutory authority, it is worth the chance to exer­ 
cise it (common law authority) on the ground that 
you are acting for the people and in the interest of 
the public 
. . " 


Consumer protection bills have been sifting 
into the 
Nebraska Legislature in increasing 
numbers. In 1973, lawmakers considered real es­ 
tate, banking, insurance, housing, consumer credit, 
retail pricing, home solicitation and sales practices 
proposals. 


While some of those bills were enacted into 
law. none moved the state into a comprehensive 
program.

Tha t is the wa y we ha d a lwa y s env isio ned thing s. But 
the refusa l o f President Nix o n to turn o v er ta pes o f White 
Ho use discussio ns o f the Wa terg a te a ffa ir a nd WTiite Ho use 
defia nce o f a Supreme Co urt justice’s injunctio n a g a inst the 
U S bo mbing o f Ca mbo dia ha v e pro duced a to ta lly new 
situa tio n 
W hether the W'hite Ho use wo uld defy a Supreme Co urt 
finding o n the Wa terg a te ta pes o r no t is no t kno wn but such 
seems to be the intent o f the President a t the mo ment. 
Genera lly spea king , the a dministra tio n ha s g iv en a sla nt to 
the theo rv * o f equa bty o f g o v ernmenta l bra nches tha t ha s no t 
been kno wn in the pa st. 
The theo ry Ls no t rea lly o ne o f equa lity , but o f to ta l in­ 
dependence o r perha ps ev en superio rity . Under the White

Co ng ress wo uld sa y tha t it ha s the leg isla tiv e a utho rity 
a nd the co urts co uld no t pa ss judg ment o n such a utho rity . 
And with the a dministra tiv e a nd the leg isla tiv e bra nches 
do ing this, where is the judicia ry left? 
In o ne ma nner o f spea king , we ha v e no t rea lly ha d to ta l 
equa lity within the three bra nches o f g o v ernment a nd nev er 
intended to ha v e it. In the end, the U.S. Supreme Co urt is 
supreme a mo ng the three bra nches o f g o v ernment. 
The co urt ma y no t initia te o r pro po se a ny thing but it ha s 
wha t IS kno wn in po litica l circles a s the po wer o f the v eto . It 
must v eto o n the ba sis o f la w. ho wev er, ra ther tha n po litica l 
persua sio n. 
But neither the ex ecutiv e no r leg isla tiv e bra nch ha s the 
po wer to defy the judicia ry . Wha t the U.S. Supreme Co urt 
fina lly sa y s is the la w o f the ¡a nd a nd the o ther two bra nches o f 
g o v ernment ha v e no cho ice but to liv e with tha t.

Co nsider the co nsequences o f a ny thing a ny different 
fro m this. The ultima te end o f such a situa tio n wo uld be a 
dicta to rship, which is the tho ug ht tha t disturbs so ma ny peo ­ 
ple in the current co nfro nta tio n between the a dministra tio n 
a nd the co urts. 
A dicta to rship within the a dminstra tiv e bra nch o f 
g o v ernment bo ils do wn to o ne-ma n rule. When y o u co me to 
tha t, it do esn't ma ke a ny difference whether the ma n in the 
While Ho use is na med Nix o n, Jo hnso n o r wha t ha v e y o u. It 
ma kes no difference whether the ma n is a Republica n o r a 
Demo cra t. 
There simply is no a ccepta ble wa y fo r a ny bra nch o f 
g o v ernment to be bey o nd the la w. Fo rtuna tely , o ur po litica l 
sy stem a t the mo ment wo uld dea l ha rshly with a ny dicta to r 
sty le o f a ppro a ch but it is impera tiv e tha t the peo ple be 
a wa re o f dev elo pments well befo re we pa ss a ny po int o f no 
return. 
Threa ts a re mo re ea sily dispo sed o f befo re they beco me 
precedents.

Few people can fu lly u nderstand what it wou ld 
be like to recov er from dev astating political defeats 
su ch as su ffered by the likes of Alf Landon, Barry 
Goldwater and (ieorge McGov ern

presidential election hu miliations gracefu lly and 
each in his own way resu med produ ctiv e careers 
and honored places in history , McGov ern is on the 
same rou te, althou gh as he said in a weekend arti­ 
cle. recov ery takes a period of phy sical and 
spiritu al reju v enation, plu s a few tears and an oc­ 
casional ou tbu rst of bitter angu ish 


,Mc(iov ern ev idently has passed throu gh the 
bitter stage — which was marked by an off-hand 
com m ent that perhaps it wou ld be better to shu ck 
It all and mov e to England — and is now try ing to 


ex posu re of the corru ption that su rrou nded him. 
hav e done more than I cou ld hav e done in v ictory 
to awaken the nation to what Henry Adams called 
the 'degradation of the democratic dogma.’ ” 
McGov ern adm itted he was ú nanle to effec­ 
tiv ely prov oke Americans to face u p to the corru p­ 
ting of the political process, bu t ev en had he won, 
he said the ex posu re of the Watergate mess “wou ld 
hav e looked like a graceless v endetta had it been 
ex ecu ted in the wake of a Democratic presidential 
v ictory .”

Dear Dr. Tbosteson: My son is 
IS, tail, lanky and activ e in 
sports. He has what the doctor 
calls shin splints. All they adv ise 
him to do is wrap his legs and 
rest. He wraps them from ankles 
to knees bu t wants to continu e 
his sports. If be continu es to play 
despite the pain, wou ld he 
damage his legs? Wou ld y ou 
ex plain what shin splints are and 
how to treat them so be can con­ 
tinu e in .sports?—L.W. 


Shin splints are du e to strain 
of the mu scles in the lower leg. 
The mu scles become swollen 
and are painfu l when u sed 
You r doctor told him to wrap 
his legs and rest; he wraps them 
bu t he doesn’t want to accept the 
other part of the treatm ent — 
rest. 
Shin splints u su ally occu r fair­ 
ly early in a giv en sports season 
— before the m u scles hav e 
gotten into condition Wrapping 
the legs probably will help a bit, 
bu t resting — a period of inac­ 
tiv ity — is essential to allow the 
mu scles to recov er (Heat also 
will help the recov ery .) 
The im portant thing is to giv e 
u p the sport long enou gh to let 
the mu scles retu rn to normal 
Then activ ity shou ld be resu med 
gradu ally , stopping if the pain 
starts to recu r. Later, with 
proper conditioning, he can 
retu rn to fu ll activ ity . 
There ju st isn’t any su bstitu te 
for giv ing the swollen mu scles 
time to su bside. 
At 15 I know y ou r son is Im­ 
patient, bu t tell him to do the 
wise thing. Rest.

Dear Dr. Thosteson: Are os­ 
teoporosis and arthritis the same 
th ing ? 
My 
frie nd has os­ 
teoporosis and takes calciu m. I 
hav e arthritis and y et we seem to 
ache in abou t the same wav . We 
are both in ou r 60s. — C.B.C. 


Osteoporosis is the loss of 
calciu m from bone stru ctu re and 


it occu rs after menopau se as a 
general ru le. Arthritis is a dis­ 
order of the joints. 
Yes, both may ache in abou t 
the sam e way , as y ou say , bu t 
there the similarity ends 
C alciu m is u sed for os­ 
te oporosis, 
also 
estrog e n. 
Howev er, calciu m is not u sed in 
treatm ent of arthritis, since the 
basic cau se is something other 
than loss of calciu m

Dear Dr. Thosteson: After an 
au tomobile accident I was told 
that I hav e a dLseased disc in the 
spine. Someone else told me it 
cou ld trav el u p the spine and 
affect my brain, cau sing death.

No. Disc disease or arthritic 
changes in the spine may giv e no 
sy mptoms and not be discov ered 
u ntil an x -ray of the area, for 
some reason, is taken The acci­ 
dent may hav e had nothing to do 
with the finding.

Dear Dr, Thosteson: My hu s­ 
band is a heav ^ drinker. He tells 
me he wants me to write y ou 
abou t something that makes y ou 
sick ev en time y ou drink any 
alcohol. What is it and where can

make a person sick if he takes 
any alcohol. Best known is An­ 
tabu se. 
Bu t these are tricky 
m edications to handle, 
and 
av ailable only on prescription, so 
y ou r hu sband wou ld hav e to be 
u nder care of a phy sician to u se 
them.

allergic condition can be heav y 
enou gh to sag. Mu scle disorders 
other than

far as that is concerned, mere 
fatigu e can do it — the lids sag 
(“get heav y ” ) when y ou are v ery 
sleepy .

Law enforcement agencies hav e slipped in 
pu blic esteem du ring the last decade and there are 
a nu m ber of reasons why that has happened. 


For one thing, there is the rather u nsettling 
fact that law enforcement agencies are not alone in 
their decreasing popu larity , the pu blic opinion 
measu res we hav e read hav e been u nani.mou s in 
the conclu sion that almost all American in­ 
stitu tions hav e lost mu ch of the su pport and con­ 
fidence they hav e traditionally enjoy ed. And that 
inclu des bu siness and the professions, organized 
religion and gov ernment. 


It IS also tru e that the reactions of law enforce­ 
ment personnel to sensitiv e ethnic and political 
confrontations had not been tru ly tested u ntil the 
social ex plosions of the last decade. And once 


tested, they were fou nd lacking in many respects. 
Many of America’s institu tions were not equ ipped 
to respond to the redressing of griev ances whose 
tim e had come. 
Each new disclosu re of big city police corru p­ 
tion did not help the ov erall image of law enforce­ 
m ent. either. Nor did the “politicizing” of an agen­ 
cy su ch as the FBI, which changed masters — from 
the pu blic to a president. 
The message in su ch figu res for law enforce­ 
m ent agencies is not that they can disregard 
criticism or calls for change becau se a majority is 
still with them. Rather, they shou ld be alarm ed by 
the slippage of highly fav orable su pport while at 
the same tim e taking comfort from the fact that 
there is still a wide base of pu blic esteem u pon 
which they can rebu ild.

Amnesty For Nixon? 


FIERY RUN, Va., - At some 
point in the craz> storv ’ of these 
times, we are probably going to 
hav e to think abou t a general 
amnesty not only for the draft- 
dodgers in the war bu t the tru th- 
dodgers in the V^'hite Hou se.

th e P re sid ent 
responsible for the fear and 
seige mentality in the White 
Hou se? Are the poUtical fu nd­ 
raisers more of a problem than 
the corporations that giv e illegal 
political fu nds? 


If presidents, leaders of the 
great departm ents of gov ern­ 
ment. members of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, aniftheater com­ 
manders in Vietnam do not set 
and abide by the standards or en­ 
force the ru les of the gov ern­ 
m ent, are their su bordinates to 
be held responsible for the 
negligence at the top? 
The testim ony before the 
Senate Watergate com m ittee is a 
t a ng l e 
of 
c ont r a d i c t i ons . 
Likewise, 
the 
constitu tional 
argu m ents in the cou rts ov er the 
President's right to secrecy in 
his own office and the cou rt’s 
need to know the ev idence of 
criminal activ ity contained on 
the President's 
secret tape- 
recordings cou ld be debated 
endlessly and 
the argu ments 
hav e not clarified bu t merely 
confu sed the pu blic debate.

.Accordingly , 
t he 
E r v i n 
hearings and the cou rt actions 
hav e to go on for a while, bu t 
nobody pretends they will ev er 


come ou t with a clear decision 
on the acts and m otiv es of 
ev ery body concerned. Leav ing 
aside all qu estions of facts still in 
dispu te, we already hav e enou gh 
adm itted facts to know that 
something was deeply wrong 
both in the condu ct of the war 
and the condu ct of the last 
presidential election. 


In this situ ation, it is u n­ 
derstandable that many people 
long for clear and tidy solu tions 
—most of them for the ex onera­ 
tion of the President, and some 
of them for his impeachment, 
conv iction or resignation bu t like 
most th inp in life, that’s not the 
way it’s likely to be. 
Too mu ch has been rev ealed, 
and too mu ch has been con­ 
cealed to ex pect definitiv e 
answers to the tragedy . The 
President cou ld su ggest or ev en 
prov oke the Hou se of Represen­ 
tativ es to bring in a bill of im­ 
peachm ent, knowing v ery well 
they hav e no heart for it and 
hoping this wou ld dramatize the 
crisis and finally proclaim his in­ 
nocence, and pu t the whole 
tragedy behind him. 


Bu t ev en su ch a grandstand 
play wou ldn’t do it. He is going 
to hav e to go on with the dou bts 
of his people for ov er three 
y ears. He is the head of the 
national fam ily , and his ad 
m instrau on has been cau ght on 


the adm itted ev idence being u n­ 
faithfu l to the Repu blic, bu t the 
main hope now is not div orce 
bu t reconciliation. 


In sh ort, at som e 
point, 
hopefu lly by the end of the y ear, 
at least the spirit if not the act of 
amnesty will hav e to be con­ 
sidered. Nix on said when he was 
rejecting amnesty for the draft- 
dodgers that the word m eant 
“forgiv eness,” bu t actu ally it 
comes from the same root as 
“ a m ne sia ’’ and m eans, not

And in the end this may be the 
only way to compromise this u n­ 
happy 
period in A m erican 
history . 
This does not mean doing 
nothing abou t the crimes of the 
last election or its spectacu lar 
dirty tricks. In fact, the crisis has 
already produ ced new attitu des 
of independence in the Nix on 
cabinet, new campaign financial 
legislation, and new efforts on 
Capitol Hill and in the cou rts to 
restore the balance of equ al 
powers. 


Bu t if resolu tion of all these 
problems clearly and simply is 
ou t of the qu estion, as it u n­ 
dou btedly is, reconciliation is 
the only hope, and this means a 
kind of amnesty or forgetfu lness 
if not forgiv ing by the end of the 
y ear.

Mu ch has been w ntten in the 
press abou t the recent decision 
of the Florida Su preme Cou rt 
requ iring newspapers to giv e 
candidates for office space in 
reply to criticism of them 
pu bUshed by the paper. Mu ch of 
the criticism of this decision has 
su ggested that it ru ns cou nter to 
th e ideas of th e Fou nding 
Fathers abou t freedom of the 
press. 


Thomas Jefferson is frequ ent- 
ly qu ot e d 
as pr e f e r r i n g 
newspapers withou t gov ernment 
to 
g o v e r n m e n t 
w i t h o u t 
new spapers. 
H ow ev er, 
one 
seldom sees any reference to a 
statem ent by Jefferson, made in 
an 1804 letter to Abigail Adams, 
that has a direct bearing on the 
Florida case: 


Jefferson wrote: 
“Nor does the opinion of the 
u nconstitu tionality 
and 
su b­ 
sequ ent nu llity of that law (the 
Alien and Sedition Act of 17 98) 
remov e all restraint from the 
ov erwhelming torrent of slander 
which is confou nding all v ice and 
v irtu e, all tru th and falsehood in 
the United States. The power to 
do that is fu lly possessed by the 
sev eral state legislatu res. It was 
re.serv ed to them , and was 
denied to the general gov ern­ 
ment, by the Constitu tion accor­ 
ding to ou r constru ction of it. 
While we deny that Congress 
hav e a right to control the 
freedom of the press, we hav e 
ev er asserted the right of the 
states and their ex clu siv e rights 
to do so.” (P'rom “The Writings 
of Thomas Jefferson,” ed. by A.

In additio n to the discrimina­ 
tio n su it against the scho o l dis­ 
trict, the Ju stice Department 
Friday filed a requ est fo r a tern 
po rary inju ctio n against the pre­ 
sent transfer po licy. The depart­ 
ment also wants the Martin 
Lu ther King Middle Scho o l to 
o pen as an integrated scho o l. 
The inju nctio n requ est asks 
that transfers no t be granted u n­ 
less there are medical reaso ns, 
o r if the stu dent needs special 
classes at ano ther scho o l, o r if 
the stu dent is transferring to a 
scho o l where his race is in the 
mino rity. 
Hlavac said the district is 
reviewing transfers, bu t no t to

No date fo r the 
hearing has been set.

York County 


Feels Pinch 
On Propane 


York (V PI i — The price freeze 
was lifted Monday on everything 
except beef and petroleum 
products and this continued 
freeze on fuel is being blamed 
for a severe shortage of propane 
needed for irrigation wells in 
York County. 
Sam Gibbs. Agricultural 
Stabilization and Conservation 
director, said 2H0 wells can no 
longer obtain fuel even though 
the Standard Oil distributors, 
which ordinarily service them, 
have in excess 90.000 gallons of 
propane in stock. 


Joey Jensen, the Gulf dis­ 
tributor in York, received 20,000 
gallons of black market fuel 
Monday at a price of 17.3 cents 
per gallon, which is the ceiling 
price. 


Jensen said he will continue to 
distribute to the 81 wells that he 
serves by selling them the fuel at 
17 5 cents a gallon at a loss of 
seven cents a gallon to him 
Robert Long, regional director 
of Oil and (¡as Administration in 
Washington, said that propane is 
one of the scarcest fuels in the 
nation and spot shortages are 
starting to crop up. 
Long slid one of the major 
causes of the shortage is the fact 
that two government programs 
are in conflict — the major oil 
companies are frozen while 
smaller independent operators 
are not.

under $100 a week, said a rurafhomeniaker 
who wished to be nameless. 


But no more. If I do it for $1501 am quite 
pleased.” she said 


The farmwife noted that her family eats 


quite well for that. “ We don’t eat fancv; 
snack foods are out of the question.” 
With seven mouths to feed, she has felt the 


pinch of increasing prices. 
It's been slipping up real steady-like,” 


she said. “ You go each time and notice 
prices slipping up ” 
Some particular areas of the supermarket 


have been more revealing to her than others 


* A year ago, I bought fish filets for 42 


cents a pound, the same package cost $1 22 


just a couple of days ago.” She also has 
noticed the spiraling cost of cheese and 
honey 
“ When we first came to Nebraska four and 


a half vears ago, if I looked I could find a 
three-pound Jar of honey for 99 cents 
Even peanut butter has gone up in price, 


she said “ And I look at shrimp once in a 
while, just to drool,” the homemaker said. 
“ But that hasn t gone up as much as other 
fish 
“ I've always thought I trimmed it (her 


food budget) to the bone, but I am going to 
have to find another bone or two,’ she said, 
noting that luxuries will have to go and that 
possibly her family doesn’t need as much 
protein as she had thought. 
Where has she cut corners? 


The family consumers only powdered 


mux “ i ne only tresh milk we have is tor an 
extra special treat with oyster stew.” the 
homemaker said 


“ I don't buy any frozen or pre-packaged 


convenience foods.” the farmwife said. 


The family also has a large garden. 
“The theory is that we raise all the 


vegetables we can eat the year round It’s 
not a bona fine rule, but that's what we shoot 
for. 
“ We wouldn't make it without a freezer," 


she said. 
The farmwife said she cans and freezes 


whatever she can. In fact, she spent all day 
Monday canning corn, peaches, and broccoli 
for her family's use during the coming year

budget may most easily be 
slighted to keep up with the 
ever-increasing prices. 


For one local woman, it even 


has become a part of her sub­ 
conscious. It came to the fore 
when she dreamed of going to 
the meat counter to find only 
turkey necks available. “ What 
am I supposed to do with 
those?” she asked. When told 
she could use them for soup, her 
spirits failed to rise. “ And 1 
don’t even like turkey!” she 
protested. 


Similar dream-like trances are 


observed by checkers in the local 
supermarkets. Shoppers stare as 
the totals are rung up on the 
cash register. 
One checker reported that he 


“ feels bad. People just can't af­ 
ford to eat well these days.” 


Stocking Up 


When asked, three weeks ago. 


whether customers were 
stocking their larders in anticipa­ 
tion of spiraling prices, he said, 
“They sure are; but it won't do 
them any good because they are 
helping prices to go up.” 
When contacted over the past 


weekend, he said, “ They aren’t 
doing it any more. They finally 
caught on and prices are so high 
it's just a week-to-week thing. 
They keep hoping prices still will 
go down. 
What are the shoppers saying9 


“ Meat looks bad. don’t it 


honey? But we're going to have 
to eat something." That was the 
comment from a woman spotted 
poring over the meat counter 
recently. She put a package of 
chicken breasts (the only 
chicken available) in her shop­ 
ping cart, commenting that her 
husband wasn't going to like it. 


“ Those people that get pay 


raises it might not affect as 
much, but we are on a fixed in­ 
come,” said a retired, white- 
haired woman as she pushed her 
cart filled with canned goods 
down the aisle. 
What were her observations? 


“Some things have gone up, eggs 
and stuff. Staples haven't gone 
up as much " She reported that 
she has cut down and hasn't 
shopped as often. 


Prices Not Wages Up 


Jim Waldron, who shops at 


three stores a week for himself, 
his wife, and their 17-month-old 
daughter, complained, “ Prices 
have gone up but wages 
haven't.” 
Reporting that he has noticed 


that meat prices, in particular, 
have shown marked increases, 
along with milk and eggs, 
Waldron said. “ We just don't eat 
as much. We don’t have meat 
three times a day anymore." He 
remarks that he is thinking 
about buying a freezer and a side 
of beef 


Mrs. Warren Oppegard also 


goes to three stores each week. 
Cereal has gone up about seven 
cents in the last few weeks and 
ground beef is “ still about the 
same (price) but it isn't as 
good,” she observed. 


But she hasn’t felt the pinch as 


much as others because she is 
cooking for only three children 
this summer as opposed to last 
summer when there were six 
children in the house. 
Also, Mrs. Oppegard noted 


that “cooking is cheaper in the 
summer," because the family 
consumes more sweet corn, 
cheese and sandwiches 


Despite the increasing prices, 


she says she will not stockpile 
food but will continue to shop 
each week as she has done in the 
past. 
Budget Shopping 
Buying in bulk and shopping 


the specials is becoming a new 
way of life for many persons 
suddenly confronted with the 
problems of food management, 
but it is nothing new to Mr. and 
Mrs. Robert W Pease who have 
been doing just that for years. 
“ Shopping is just about as im­ 
portant as bringing in the 
money.” Mr. Pease said. The 
couple has devised a day-long 
route from one supermarket to 
another. 
One man and wife team doing 


the grocery shopping was con­ 
fronted in the store. “ Prices are 
out of sight,” he said. 


“ You can’t even afford to go 


to the stores these days, and it’s 
all your fault,” he said, aiming 
the eomment at his wife. He 
explained that prices are high 
because his wife and other 
homemakers continue to buy at 
the high prices. 


One gentleman, having a 


friendly discussion with a local 
grocer about salmon and its 
relative disappearance from the 
shelves, blamed prices and the 
shortage on government in­ 
tervention and deficit spending. 
A homemaker, disgruntled 


about the price of salmon, “just 
couldn’t believe it.” Her 
solution: “ I'll save up my pen­ 
nies and then come in and buy 
some salmon.”

Research Goal Food From Alfalfa 
Dr Lowell Satterlee, a food 
technologist at the University of 
Nebraska, told members of the 
Agricultural Committee of the 
Lincoln Chamber of Commerce 
that research at the university 
will lead to a pilot plant to 
process alfalfa into human food 


“ Patents have been requested 
on several new processes we 
have developed. A group ot 
seientists has been put together 
to work on various aspects of 
producing plant protein products 
lor human and animal food from 


plants grown in Nebraska,’ 
said. 
he 


Satterlee said one of the main 
reasons for the pilot plant ap­ 
proach was to manufacture a 
sufficient amount of the new 
products to give scientists 
material to work with in nutri­ 
tion experiments, 
“ The world is facing a growing 
need for protein All the foods 
that are in short supply are pro­ 
tein foods I doubt that vegetable 
proteins will ever be as good as 
the animal proteins but they can 


be of great use in human nutri­ 
tion programs." he said 
Satterlee said egg, milk and 
meat proteins, in that order, are 
better than vegetable proteins 
made from soybeans, wheat, 
alfalfa and great northern beans. 


“ It is foolish to suggest that 
we will never need meat, hut we 
need these improved vegetable 
proteins to adequately feed the 
world’s growing population," he 
said.

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Council OKs Human Rights Ordinance, Then Places It On Pending 


By LYNN ZERSCHUNG

t itv lawmakers Monday first 
approved the comprehensive* 
human rights ordinance — then 
called themselves back into ses­ 
sion after adjourning to place 
the matter on the pending list. 


The reason for the reversal of 
action? The council is awaiting 
word of the ordinance’s approval 
from the State Equal Opportuni­ 
ty Commission. 


N evertheless, 
cou ncil 
members whipped through 29 


amendments recommended for 
adoption by the Human Rights 
Commission, approving all of 
them 
‘Heard Them AH’ 
Councilman Max Denney ap­ 
parently summed up the feelings 
of the rest of the council when 
he said. “ We’ve heard them 
(amendments) all explained to 
us before and we've read them.'* 


Some of those amendments 
and the ordinance itself provide 
for sweeping changes in the 
city’s laws covering discrimina­ 
tion in public accomodations, 


employment and bousing 


In other action, the council 
consented to Mayor Sam 
Schwartzkopf’s appointment of 
Leo Scherer to head the Depart­ 
ment of Community Develop­ 
ment. Scherer resigned his post 
as administrative assistant to 
Gov, J. James Exon to take on 
the job effective Sept. 1. 
Fund Applications 
The council also authorized 
the mayor to apply for $30,525 in 
federal and state land and water 
conservation funds to help 
renovate and develop Peter Pan 


Park. 33rd and W 
Regulations setting standards 
for operation of L incoln's 
privately owned ambulance 
companies also were approved 
by the council, with several 
detailed amendments. 


The council also held several 
public hearings on redefining 
two terms in the municipal code 
— “ premises” and “ refuse.” 


The first redefinition woufd 
bring the city into compliance 
with state statutes defining 
“ premises" or a liquor establish­ 


ment over which a licensee has 
responsibility to include the 
parking lot and other areas 
where liquor is not served. 
Mike Alesio, attorney for the 
Lancaster County Beverage 
Association, asked the council to 
hold off action on the proposal 
u n til some com prom ise 
solutions can be discussed, 
‘Real Problems' 
Alesio contended he could 
“ see some real problems with 
this" and cited a hypothetical 
case, asking if the licensee would 
be responsible “ if a carload of 
Street Planning Compromise Measure Agreed On 


In double-barreled action 
Monday, the City Council opted 
for a compromise measure on 
street planning, while killing 
Councilman John Robinson's or­ 
dinance covering substantially 
the same matter. 


The compromise provides for 
implementation of an “ Action 
Plan.” That plan brings the city 
into compliance with federal 
road planning regulations on 
locally funded street projects. 
The plan must be in effect by 
Nov. 1. 


The plan also will incorporate 
economic and environmental 


considerations, 
relocation 
assistance and citizen participa­ 
tion in the “ planning, designing, 
routing, construction and im­ 
provem ent" of city road 
projects. 
Advisory Panel 
In line with assuring citizen in­ 
put into formation of the plan, 
the council will appoint an ad­ 
visory committee of 20 to 25 
members. The appointments, 
under provision of the resolu­ 
tion. must be made by Aug. 23. 
City lawmakers also attached 
a stipulation covering atten­ 
dance by committee members. 
Members can be dismissed if 


more than three consecutive 
meetings are missed. 


Public Works Director Bob 
Obering told the council that the 
plan will cover a broad spectrum 
of projects, from major freeways 
to improvements in residential 
streets. 


The plan would apply to the 
proposed Northeast Radial, for 
instance, but not to the So. 70th 
construction now under way. 
Additionally, the resolution 
calls for formation of a projects 
level action plan that can be 
used with the systems level 
street plan. 


Speaking for the League of 
Women Voters. Elaine Hammer 
said the compromise resolution 
“ seems to be a good first step 
toward establishing a satisfac­ 
tory transportation planning 
process.” 


J. R Downing, chairman of 
the Coalition Against the Radial, 
also voiced support of the 
measure. 


Although unanimously adop­ 
ting the Action Plan, the council 
split when it came to the disposi­ 
tion of Robinson's original or­ 
dinance on the same topic. The

The city's policy acquiring 
land for the proposed Northeast 
Radial has “ victimized“ one 
couple whose home has become 
an “ island in a sea of city-owned 
property," city officials were 
told Monday. 


Vince Brown, attorney for Mr. 
and Mrs. Vincent Kenney of 1539 
No. 22nd. told the City Council 
that for some reason the Kenney 
lot was not purchased bv the ci­ 
ty. 


As a result, Brown said the 
Kenneys can neither repair the 


house nor sell it on the open 
market. “ Realtors won't touch 
it," he said. 


“ The marketability of the 
house has been destroyed." he 
contended, arguing that no one 
would want to purchase the 
property when a freeway may 
zoom through the area. 
Brown said the problem “ is 
not a matter that the city 
would't pay the price or that 
negotiations could not get under 
way, but that the city made no 
contact with the property 
owners after 1970
